Immense quantities of gold are taken 
out of these mines each year, though 
often immense expenses have preceded 
these rich receipts. In some cases tun- 
nels have been cut from the deep cafions 
far below, on a gradual incline, up 
through the hard granite or basaltic 
rock, over two thousand feet, to strike 
into this deposit at the bottom and 
secure fall for the flow of water. This 
work often requires years of time. In 
a number of cases as many as ten years 
have been expended in running these 
difficult and expensive tunnels. 


Such mining as this seems wonder- 
fully wearing in its influence on the re- 
ligious character of the people. We 
know not what the end of this process 
is to be. As yet, once in two or three 
weeks, in most of these places, a minis- 
ter appointed by the Methodist Con- 
ference holds service upon the Sab- 
bath.

‘‘ Here, then, as from new heights of 
time untrodden before, we look on 
toward the better future. Here the 
round earth becomes at last one sphere. 
What we have read as the figurative 
language of prophecy, the poetic im- 
agery of inspired bards, becomes liter- 
al, and already there is ‘no more sea.’ 
Earth’s long, dark, confused. story 
opens into light. The tangled drama 
of human affairs begins to show out 
the beautiful plot that has traveled 
down through all the march, to a cer- 
tain and glorious denouément.

"Miscellaneous Items. 


We find itt the Syracuse Daily Standard 
some unpleasant statements concerning 
the “tomato worm,” a very commion 
and troublésome presence i in many local- 

ities. The Standard says that a physi- 
cian in that city has in his office one of 
these worms, measuring about five 
inches in length, and weighing about 
an ounce. It was taken from a tomato 
vine in his garden, and is now securely 
inclosed in a glass bottle. [t eats and 
digests daily about twenty times its own 
weight in tomatoes and tomato leaves. 
It eats constantly, except resting occa- 
sionally from one to two minutes at a 
time. The same paper adds: 

This worm was first. discovered this 
season, and is a8 poisonous as the bite 
of a.rattlesnake. It poisons by tbhrow- 
ing spittle, which it can throw from one 
to two feet. This spittle striking the 
skin, the parts commence at once to 
awell, and in a few hours death ends 
the agonies of the patient. Three cases 
of death in consequence of this poison 
have recently been reported. The med- 
ical profession is much excited over this 
new enemy to human existence. It is 
advisable for persons picking tomatoes 
to wear gloves. The question arises, 
.whether or not’a tomato partly devour- 
ed by one of these vermin, and then 
afterwards eaten by a person, may not 
have sufficient virus left upon it to 
poison the one who eats it. 


To Make Stale Bread as Good as Fresh. 
—It is not as generally known as it 
ought to be that stale baker’s or other 
loaf bread may be made as nice as 
freshly baked by dipping the loaf in 
clean cold water and warming through 
in a bake oven. Much bread might be 
saved that is thrown away if this were 
more generally practiced than it is. 


Lemon Pie.—One lemon, one cup 
sugar, two eggs, three table- -spoonfuls 
flour, one cup sweet milk. Grate the 
rind of the lemon; mix‘all together, 
leaving out the whites of the eggs. 
Bake without an upper crust. Beat the 
whites of the eggs to a froth, add four 
table-spoonfuls of sugar, and when 
baked pour over the top. Try it. 


To Keep Up Sash Windows.—This is 
performed by means of cork, in, the 
simplest manner, and without scarcely 
any expense. Bore three or four holes 
in the sides of the sash, into which in- 
projecting 
about the sixteenth part of an inch. 
These will press against the window 
frames along the usual groove, and by 
their elasticity support the sash at any 
height required. . 


To Make Paper Stick to Whitewashed 
Walls:—Make a sizing of common glue 
and water, of the consistency of linseed 
oil, and apply with whitewash or other 
brush to the walls, taking care te go 
over every part, and especially top 
and bottom. Apply the paper in the 
ordinary way as soon as you please, and 
if the paste is properly wade it will re- 
main firm for years. 


Comrorr to Tra-Drinxers.—In the 
life of most. persons a period. arrives 
‘when the stomach no longer digests 
enough of the ordinary elements of 
food to make up for the natural daily 
waste of bodily substance. The size 
and weight of the body, therefore, be- 
gin tg diminish more or less perceptibly. 


-At this time tea comes in as a medicine 


to arrest the waste, to keep the body 
from falling away so fast, and thus to 
enable the less energetic powers of di- 
gestion to supply as “much as is needed 
to.repair the wear and tear of the solid 
tissues. No wonder, therefore, that 
tea should be a favorite, on the one 
hand with the poor, whose supply of 
substantial food is scanty; and on the 
other, with the aged and infirm, espe- 
cially with the feebler sex, whose pow- 
ers of digestion and bodily substance 
have begun to fail. Nor is surprising 
that the aged female, who has barely 
enough of weekly income to buy what 
are called the common necessaries of 
life, should yet spend a portion of her 
small gains in purchasing her ounce of 
tea. She can live quite as well on less 
common food when she takes her tea 
along with it, while she feels: lighter, 
and at the same time more cheerful and 
fitter for her work, because of the in- 
dulgence.— Chemistry of Common Life. 


Death from Exhalations of Quinces.— 
One of the papers of Lyons, France, 
records the occurrence of death by as- 
phyxia, suffered by a lady who slept in 
a room in which were also kept a quan- 
tity of quinces. The effect of the odor 
emitted seems to be analogous. te these 
produeed bythe odors of some flowers: 
In this case, according to scientific evi- 
dence, the air of the room was largely 
vitiated with a peculiar suffocating per- 
fume, and a very considerable amount 
of both carbonic and ‘carbonic oxide 
gas. The room in question was always 
used as a bed-room; no fire had been 


lighted in it, nor was any other discern- 


ible cause for the death of this lady 
found»but the exhalations-of the fruit: 


GARDENING Prorits.—A writer in the 
Hearth and Home tells of land in New 
Jersey that pays the interest of $5,000, 
and even more.

The arrivals of grain fromthe iubitlitertoeiiaiiin exhibit 
a considerable increase. over alike period in any previous 
year. At the same time, our breadstuff exports are propor- 
tionably great, notwithstanding the unusually large accum- 
ulations in warehouse, not oaly in thie city, but 4t most of 
the interior shipping points. These store accumulations 
consist largely of second class, inferior Wheat, with con- 
siderable Barley and Oats. One notable and prevailing fea- 
ture of the grain market this season is the very general de- 
sire upon the part of growers, large and small, to realize— 
to sell promptly at current market rates, low and unremu- 
nerative as they are. The reasons of this are the dear- 
bought experience of the past, in holding over for a rise, 
and the prevailing scarcity and stringency of the money 
market. Besides, the fact is daily becoming more and 
more apparent that the Wheat crop exceeds all expectation 


export market, and that the yield of Oats and Hay is up to 
the full average. 

In regard to markets, we remark a lull in the export de- 
mand for Wheat—our chief staple—mainly by reason of the 
disturbing elements in the New York gold market, unset- 
tling values of sterling bills, and in a variety of ways, block- 
ing the wheels of commerce throughout the land. Grain 
freights are out of proportion high, partly by reasoA of 
temporary scarcity, the large fleet of vessels now due at 
this port making unusually long passages for the season.
